Gas Improvement Con- 
cern Plans for Sale of 
Georgia Company Stock 
To Southeastern Utility 


EARLY COMPLETION 
OF DEAL EXPECTED 


Officials of Companies 
Affected Flatly Deny 
Persistent Reports of 
‘Consolidation Plans. 


Reports that a merger of the Geor- 
gia Railway‘and Power company and 
the Southeastern Power and Light 
company had been practically effected 
were borne out Wednesday by dis- 
patches from Philadelphia statins that 
negotiations are under way for the 
sale by the United Gas Improvement 
company, of that city, of its extensive 
holding of Georgia Railway and Power 
company stock to the Southeastern 
company. 

The Southeastern company controls 
the great Alabama Power company 
and is itself controlled by the Elec- 
tric Bond and Share company, of 
New York city. Thus, if the Geor- 
gia company is absorbed, as reports 
says it will be, it will become a unit 
in a vast combine whose wires will 
form a network over all of the 
southeast. 

Despite strengthening evidence of 
the forthcoming merger, officials of 
the Southeastern company and of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
Wednesday denied that any deal look- 
ing to this end had been consummated. 
Reports that the Southern Power 
company also would be included in the 
merger were flatly denied by officials 
of that concern. 

First publication of reports of the 
merger of the big southern power 
companies was made exclusively three 
weeks ago in The Constitution, and 
details of the proposed plan as they 
have come to light from time to time 
have also been furnished Constitution 
readers. _ 

According to the fatest dispatch’ 
from Philadelphia, negotiations for the 
gale of the Gas Improvement com- 
pany’s holdings in the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company to the South- 
eastern Power and Light company 
have reached a stage nearer consum- 
mation than at aay previous time. 

Plans for* Consolidation. 

It was stated, that if the South- 
eastern Power and Light company is 
successful. in . securing the Georgia 
Railway and Power company stock 
controlled by the Gas Improvement 
company, a program for consolidating 
the two southern utility .companies 
will be brought forward by the Elec- 
tric Bond and Share company inter- 
ests, which latter control the great 
Alabama Power company. ‘The voting 
trust of the Georgia Railway and 
Power. company stock is formed of 
Harry M. Atkinson, of Atlanta; Sam- 
uel T. Bodine, president of the United 
Gas Improvement company, and Ran- 
dall Morgan, Philadelphia capitalist. 

President Preston S. Arkwright, of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, declined to discuss the pro- 
posed merger for publication, but re- 
ferred all queries to Harry M. At- 
kinson, 
rectors. Mr. Atkinson reiterated his 
earlier denials that the deal had been 
consummated. Newspaper aecounts of 
the proposed merger were erroneous. 
Mr. Atkinson said. He would not 
(leny that negotiations had been in 
progress nor would he deny that they 
might be carried into effect later.

According to figures given out 
in December, when Mr. Slate balanced 
}the. state.treasury hooks.as, of Novem: 
ber 24, the surplus to be carried over 
into 1926 will amount to $888,000. 


, The estimated income for 1926 is $10,-| 


328,000, which, added to the surplus, 
makes a total of $11,216,000. . Appro- 
priations for 1926 total $11,006,000, | 
which leaves a surplus of $210,000 at 
the end of the year. 

Referring to some of the increases 
in appropriations for the new year, 
Mr. Slate pointed out that the appro- 
priation for common schools _ alone, 
which is $5,000,000, shows a gain of 
$500,000, more than the total of all 
state appropriations for the first year 
under the 1877 constitution. .

WEEVIL SITUATION. 


Reports are already being circu- 
lated, and published, that the intense 
cold weather of the past few days 
has practically destroyed the hiber- 
nating boll weevils. 

This is a serious mistake and it 
will lead to trouble, if accepted as 
true, 

Weevils, in seeking winter quar- 
ters, find as warm spots as possible, 
Often in trash around the fences, or 
in the old stalk piles, or burrs. Fre- 
quently they go to a nearby wood- 
land and hide themselves in the 
leaves and straw, or in the bark 
crevices, They are cunning pests, 
so much so that the winter bliz- 
zards do not materially reduce the 
number of weevils that emerge in 
the spring. 

The Tallulah station experiments 
have been made in keeping weevils 
in ice during the entire hibernating 
season, and when thawed out in the 
spring the weevils, without a single 
loss, would limber up, very much 
alive, and strong and alert for their 
activities of destruction. 

In January, 1924, the entire’ sec- 
tion of Georgia south of Macon was 


gripped by a temperature as low as 
that of the past week. It will be 
recalled that weevils were abundant 
late that spring, and were checked 
only by a moderately dry growing 
season, 

The cold weather of the past 
week will not be helpful in the 
weevil situation. There is no doubt 
about that. It will be helpful in 
destroying many insects. The dry 
fall, until after the hibernation be- 
gan, will be even more helpful, as 
there were less weevils to carry qver 
the winter. 

But it will be folly to assume 
there will be no weevils on account 
of this short period of low tempera- 
iture. The cotton farmer who bases 
|his operations upon that theory will 
| regret it when it is too late to rem- 
edy. If a farmer plans to grow cot- 
ton successfully he must plan not 
only to fight the weevil, which is no 
longer a difficult matter, and to cul- 
tivate intensively with not to exceed 
ten acres to the plow. It is wis- 
dom to Strive for increased produc- 
tion to the acre rather than increas- 
ed acres.

It is, however, of primary interest 
to Georgians because of the justice 
done to musica] enterprise in this 
state.

One of the finest achievements 
among Georgia’s state departments is 
that of the secretary of state’s office, 
which is charged with the collection 
of the automobile license fees. De- 
spite the fact that the law under 
which these license fees are collected 
authorizes an expenditure of lv per 
eent of the income from the tag sales 
for expenses, in actual fact the depart- 
ment spends only 3 per cent, one-fifth 
of the amount it could legally use. 

In 1925 collections from the auto 
license tag sales were in excess of 
$3,000,000, all collected at an expense 
of about $30,000. Included in the ex- 
pense during 1925 was a considerable 
outlay for new filing and office equip- 
ment, rendered necessary b- the 
growth in the amount of business 
transacted, if a complete record, with 
information regarding each car regis- 
tered instantly available, was to be 
kept. 

Next year it is possible there may 
be a slight increase in cost of operat- 
ing this department, inasmuch as the 
legislature last summer passed a law 
requiring proof of ownership and is- 
suance of title with each tag sold. 
However, it is worth the little added 
expense and even then, Georgia will 
stand near the bottom of the list of 
the state in ratio of expense in sell- 
ing auto tags. 

Out of 23 states whose records in 
this respect have been examined, 
Georgia is next to the lowest in this 
cost and the difference between this 
state and the lowest is so infinitesimal 
as to be negligible. .

More than once during his political 
career Monsieur Georges Clemen- 
ceau expressed the desire to v-rite the 
story of Athens at the time of De- 
mosthenes. And so when he retired to 
his beloved Vendee “to have no vther 
companions but the sea and the grave 
of my father” as he phrased it, pub- 
lishers invited him to write the book. 
But the old “Tiger” answered: “I 
have no opportunity just now. . My 
time is occupied for the next eighteen 
years, the work is mapped out and 
scheduled for every day of that pe- 
riod. Still after eighteen years, we'll 
see. Come back then, gentlemen.” 
And so he began his “History of Phil- 
osophy” in four imposing volumes, to 
be published after his death. “The 
History” was completed two months 
ago and the manuscript stored in a 
vault. But M. Clemenceau discov- 
ered that he was ahead on his sched- 
ule. He had a month or so to spare 
before proceeding with the next task 
on the eighteen-year long schedule. 
“Perhaps,” he said, “I should have a

It will be as good as any 
diversion I know. He wrote it in 
three weeks time and it is a lively and

The old “Halles,” the library build- 
ing of the University of Louvain, has 
been restored and the memorial tower 
rises above the campus. Besides vol- 
umes from every country, Germany 
has contributed 10,000 books a month 
since the signing of the Versailles 
treaty. For so the treaty stipulated, 
and in addition charged the universi- 
ties of Jena, Leipsic, Munich and 
Ileidelberg to give one of its oldest 
manuscripts for everyone destroyed 
on the fatal day of 1914 when the 
ancient seat of learning lost its pre- 
cious collection. Cardinal Mercier, 
who headed the movement of the res- 
toration, rejoices over its speedy com- 
pletion, but he becomes sad when he 
thinks that the priceless collection of 
manuscripts that was once houséd 
there, can never be restored. Only 
one of the 500 old vellums was saved, 
because it happened to be in the home 
of Professor Van der Essen on the 
day of Teutonic wrath. Among the 
documents destroyed were papers 
written by the great Flemish mystic 
Thomas a Kempis; letters from the 
Flemish pope Adrian; many of the 
controversial papers on the Jansenist 
movement, treatises by such humanists 
as Erasmus and Agricola, as well as 
the original theses of Andre Ve- 
sales, the father of anatomical re- 
search. Over the portal of the library 
are written these words: “Destroyed 
by Teutonic furors, restored through 
American generosity,” a lasting me- 
morial of Helgium’s gratitude to 
America, P.-V..

Nose Dry. 

In an instructive contribution to 
the Minnesota Health Jvurnal on the 
subject of nasal sinusitis, Dr. F. W. 
Briggs, whose observations 2° out the 
“painless and symptomless’’ character 
of much chronic nasal disease I quot- 
ed here recently, says that our fathers 
knew nasal sinusitis as a “bad cold,” 
and the condition has a tendency to 
become chronic, and a chronic nasal 
sinusitis in chile or adult presents in 
many cases little or no evidence of its 
presence except at irrezular intervals 
of flaring up of the inflammc:tion in 
the sinus—“fresh colds,” as the will- 
ful prefer to say. 

In the course of the article, Dr. 
Briggs points out that chronic nasal 
sinusitis ig “a disease of eariy life, 
quite contrary to popular belief.” The 
baby’s running nose is likely enough 
a sign of chro1.‘: sinusitis. This con- 
dition is one of the many causes of 


nasal obstruction and mouth breath- 
ing in children, which causes are still 
too frequently overlooked in commu- 
nities where school nurses and even 
teachers are permitted to “diagnose” 
the troubles of school children and 
even to advise hg ater for imag- 
inary “adenoids.’’ ° To state these 
things badly seems incredible, yet 
such practices are inevitable wherever 
medical functions are delegated to 
other servants. Dr. Briggs didn’t say 
this; I say it, and I am always pre- 
pared to back up what I say or ‘to 
make the necessary apology for any 
error or inaccuracy of mine which is 
unfair or wrongs anybody. 

The surgical removal of tonsils or 
adenoids, though often of some bene- 
fit to the individual with chronic na- 
sal sinusitis, cannot and does not cure 
or influence, appreciably, chronic na- 
sal sinusitis. After the adenoids and 
tonsils are removed, in such cases, 
Dr. Briggs declares, the nasal dis- 
charge continues, as does the tendency 
to contract head “colds.’’ 

Darn it all, I ought to get out the 
trusty mallet and swing .it lustily on 
Dr. Briggs for the careless and un- 
thinking way he uses that misleadirg 
term “colds.’’ but there is so much 
sound meat in his article in the Health 
Journal that I'll have to lay aside the 
mallet for another time. It is like 
the doctor I called in when the old 
appendix went bad on me—a putter- 
ing, notoriously slow operator, not 
only slow in operating but slow to 
operate, and worse still, a firm be- 
liever in that quaint remedy, castor 
oil—not as a cure for appendicitis or 
anything like that, for the doctor is 
no ignoramus, but as a nice, handy 
and fairly dependable carthartic dose 
when such a dose is needed; I say I 
selected this man to take care of me, 
and he did the job as I knew he 
would. Although Dr. Briggs is 
thoughtless in his use of the term 
“cold,” he does not really mean it; 
nowhere does he attempt to uphold the 
delusion that folks get it from fresh 
air, wind, wet vr weather. 

Now comes the crystallization of 
the wisdom which Dr. Briggs has 

ut in this little contribution’ to 
realth, In the middle of a para- 
graph, tucked away almost out of 
sight, I find this significant assertion, 
which deserves to be recorded as a 
remarkable remark : 

“Many believe nasal discharge is 
more or less normal, yet a wet nose 
eannot function and a_ functioning 
nose is not wet.”’ 

Tack that on your handkerchief 
box or somewhere so you will se it 
every little while. 

And if you think it at all safe to 
take my advice I’d say never mind 
your feet, only s0 you keep your nose 

ry.

A friend has tuberculosis, moder- 
ately advanced, and is home on a 
10-day visit from the sanitarium. Is 
there any risk in spending an evening 
with him.

Answer.—The intelligent, careful 
consumptive is not a menace to any- 
body. As a rule, patients in the well 
conduc‘ed sanitarium, learn, among 
other valuable lessons, how to be care- 
ful, and so they do not endanger 
other persons. Many thousands of 
people have been cured of tubercu- 
losis. Climate is a factor of little 
importance as a rule.

In 1847 it sent 
General John F. Mims to open in At- 
lanta a regular branch of its bank- 
ing department to receive deposits 
and deal in exchange on Augusta. That 
agency was of great assistance to the 
merchans and builders of the city. 


Scott, Carhart & Co., of Macon, set 
up a more pretenious agency here, 
with U. L. Wright; an Atlanta land- 
owner and merchant, as its manager 
and Wash Houston as cashier. It 
also added sensibly to the financial 
facilities of the business community. 
Four years later greater accom- 
modations were needed and George 
Smith, of Chicago, came into the field. 
He organized the “Bank of Atlanta,” 
with a capital of $300,000; 8S. C. 
Higginson was made its president and 
J. KR. Valeatine its cashier. It did 
an extensive and profitable business, 
especially in loans to home and in- 
dustrial building enterprises. Mr. 
Valentine had unlimited faith in the 
future of the city and. encouraged 
with substantial aid those of like 
mind, 

In the same year the Georgia Rail- 
road and Banking company enlarged 
its agency into a fully-equipped branch 
bank and made Perino Brown its 
agent. 

Later, in 1855, the “Bank of Ful- 
ton” came into organization, with A. 
W. Stone as president and William 
M, Williams as cashier. It obtain- 
ed ready business and prospered so 
well that in 1857 it was bought by 
Ed W. Holland and Alfred Austell. 
The datter was a shrewd and enter- 
prising east Tennesseean who had 
first located in Newnan, but he kept 
an eye on Atlanta and when assured 
that it was no “mushroom” town he 
decided to make it his field of future 
efforts. The new bank entered upon 
prompt prosperity. 

Two years of city growth brought 
further financial facilities into de- 
mand and in 1859 the “Atlanta In- 
surance and Banking Company” open- 
ed its doors to public favor and the 
“Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany” established a complete branch 
of its bank in the city. 

A year afterwards John H. James, 
so long after a conspicuous figure in 
the financial and promotion circles 
of the city, came up from Henry copn- 
ty and began business as a private 
banker. He prospered until the war 
brought its financial confusions of in- 
flation and debased paper currency, 
when he suspended his banking opera- 
tions. But after the war-storm had 
passed he resumed banking and _ be- 
came one of the leaders in the field 
of the rebuilding city.

Then Wednesday bre. St. John an- 
nounced that his studizs of the spec- 
trum of Comes, the companion star 
of Sirius, indicates a shift which also 
was in direct agreement with Ein- 
stein’s prediction.

That 1s 
why Dr, St. John considers the proof 
so important. 


New Features of Fight. 


Other features of the Einstein con- 
troversy were brought out by Dr, A. 
C. Dunn, and Dr. Watson, both of 
the University of Chicago. Dr. Wat- 
son reported on an experiment con- 
ducted by Dr. A. A. Michelson and 
Dr. H. G. Gale both of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, neither of whom were 
able to attend the meeting here. 

This was the experiment perform- 
ed at Clearing, Ill. Beams of light 
were reflected through a rectangle of 
sewer pipe, 2,000 feet long. Beams 
traveled in opposite directions. The 
experiment was to find out the effect 
of the earth’s rotation oa the speed 
of the beams. 

Dr. Watson reported that the effect 
found was such that it could be ex- 
plained either on the basis of the Ein- 
stein theory or on'the basis of the 
ether drift which Dr. Miller claims to 
have found. 

The experiment, therefore, could be 
claimed as supporting evidence for 
either theory.

A eareful study of the sporting 
records of the dying year of 1925 
leaves me with the impression that 
golf furnished more thrills, consider-

DOG RACING 


Tampa, Fla., December 30.—(P)— | 


Betting on dog races was held to be 
“detrimental to the moral good of the 
country,” in a ruling handed down in 
circu't court here today and a perma- 
nent injunction restraining further op- 
erations by the Tampa Kennel club 
was issued. 

The ruling by Judge F. M. Robles 
is of importance to Florida because 
of three dog tracks, Miami, St. Peters- 
burg and Tampa, now in operation, it 


[may stop the west coast jockey club 


from putting on its winter horse meet 
here in February in the event the rul- 
ing is upheld by the state supreme 
court, 

The question at issue was whether 
the financial interest of patrons of the 
track came under the classification of 
gambling as defined by the state law. 

In asking the injunction be issued 
R. E. L. Chancey, county solicitor, 
maintained that the club was a nuis- 
ance inasmuch as wagers were made 
on the results of the contests. 

Attorney for the kennel elub con- 
tended that under the system employ- 
ed at the track, persons who are fi- 
nancially interested in the outcome 
of the contests are temporary owners 
of the dogs, and their returns on the 
investments are nothing more than 
their proportionate shares of the earn- 
ings of the dog in that particular race. 
The track used parimutuel machines. 

A California case was cited in which 
the court held that where the horses 
or other entries in speed contests win 
a purse consisting of entry fees paid 
by other owners, it did not come under 
the classification of gambling. 

Judge Robles ruled that “the per- 
sons who go there to bet are the ones 
who need money most at home. There 
is no doubt in my mind that the ken- 
nel club not being a game of chance. 
It is gambling.” 

The case has been appealed to the 
state supreme court and an effort is 
now being made to obtain a _ civil 
supersedeas order drom the high 
tribunal which, if granted, would per- 
mit the club to continue racing -pend- 
ing a hearing by the court on Judge 
Robles’ ruling.

DEATH CLAIMS: 
HINKEY, YALE 
STAR 


New York, December 30.—Thirty- 
five years ago the sport world was 
ringing with the praises of “the 
greatest football player of all time,” 
a slender, rather spindly-legged Yale 
freshman named Frank A. Hinkey, 
choscn for the all-Amreican his first 


year in college. 
Football coaches and advisers, gath- 


ered in this city for a series of con- 
ferences, were sorrowed by word from 
Southern Pines, N. C., that Frank 
Hinkey was dead. There were few 
among them who did not agree that 
despite all the years between and the 
development of the game, “Silent” 
Hinkey still ranks as the “vreatest 
football player of all time,” 

As a linesman, an end who could 
not be blocked or taken out, and who 
hurled the 200-pound giants of his 
day to the ground with such force 
that many were incapacitated, there 
is no doubt of Hinkey’s supremacy 
over all that went before or have 
played the game since his time. And 
he never weighed more than 120 


pounds. i 

Hinkey was not the “Red Grange 
of his day, however. Taciturn almost 
to the point of surliness, he alienated 
the sympathy of sports writers of his 
time. Many unpleasant stories were 
printed about him, because he had no 
use for publicity, and could, not un- 
derstand why he should be interview- 
ed. But this did not prevent him be- 
ing picked for the al -American four 
years in succession, and being elected 
captain of Yale’s football team for 
his last two years in, college. 

End runs in those days were bone- 
crushing affairs, with a lumbering in- 
terference sweeping like a juggernaut 
towards the defending wing-man. The 
customary play was for the end to 
fling himself to the ground, trip up 
as many of the interferences as he 
could, and leave the tackling to the 
defensive half-back. 

“Silent’’ Hinkey perfected a new, 
style. He sifted through the inter- 
ference and flung down the ball-car- 
rier behind the line of scrimmage. 
His tiger-like lead was unequalled 
among tacklers, and stretcher bearers, 
on the sidelines were on the alert 
when a play started toward Hinkey’s 
end. 
Hinkey was like the football’s Shaw 
in getting down the field under kicks 
a veritable ghost never put out of 
play by the defense. And while he 
rage: at end play, he once, when 
the morale of his team was giving 
way before superior strength, went 
into the backfield, called the signals, 
earried the ball, and won an unex-: 
pected victory for Yale.’ 

As a coach, after his college days 
were over, Hinkey never was much 


than he could teach. Nor was he a 
notable success at business. He went 
into the family building supply busi- : 
ness at Tonawanda, N. Y., his birth- 
place, but in recent years failing 
health obliged him to work as a sales- 
a amid the pines of North Caro- 
ina.

BEAUTY CHATS

TOOTH PRECAUTIONS. 

It is always a bad “gn v~en your 
toothbrush turns pink as you clean 
your teeth, but it doesn’t necessarily 
mean you are threatened with pyor- 
rhoea or the imminent loss of every 
tooth in your head. It may mean only 
that the gums are a little soft and in- 
flamed, which might be temporary. 
Even so, you'd better go off-to a 
dentist and have something done about 
it. 

I wouldn't irritate the gums still 
more by using a very stiff brush. If 
yours is new and the bristles harsh, 
hold it under hot water before you 
use it, long enough to make it mod- 
erately soft. Of course too soft a 
brush does not clean properly the 
spaces between the teeth, ther fore, 
don’t soften it too much. It will 
harden again as it dries, by the way. 

Do this for gums that are apt to 
bleed or that are inflamed—you can 
tell by looking at them for they will 
be too pink. Wet your finger—it 
must be clean, of course, and rub ‘it 


ing quite hard against them, and 
massaging the inner as well as the 
You stimu- 
late the blood then, bringing new 
blood around the roots of the teeth, 


You’ll see what I mean if you press 
your finger firmly against your arm. 

hen you take it way, there will be 
a white mark where you have 
pressed showing that you have driven 
the blood away from the skin. As it, 
or rather, fresh blood, flows back, 
the spot will be a little pinker. ‘hat’s 
what you do to your gums. 

When there is congestion, the blood 
is being stopped, or held back, iike a 
stream clogged up with mud and 
sticks. Clear this, and the blood 
flows normally. When it is stopped, 
the vitalizing quality -oes out of it, 
it can’t do your gums rarticular good. 
It has to go through its regular cir- 
culation, be revitalized. Massage the 
gums ten or a dozen times a day. 


Bridget F, S.—You probably refer 
to a nail white which some people use 
under the edge of the nails. his is 
applied with an orange stick in very 
small quantities. Too much of it is 
unattractive and as artificial in ap- 
pearance as the highly-glazed nails

If your nails are ridgy, scrub under 
the tips of them with a concave nail 
brush, instead of using the edge cf 
the file to keep them clean. If there 
are stains, lemon juice will remove 
them; rinse off all this acid after- 
ward to prevent it from making the 
nails too dry or brittle.

Of Army To Ask 


For Big Increase 


Washington, December 30.—(?)— 
A campaign to obtain from rongress an 
increase of $1,470,000 over budget es- 
timates for the organized reserve ele- 
ment of the army has been launched 
by the Reserve Officers’ asociation. 

The membership of the association 
has been called upon to appeal direct- 
ly to members of the house and par- 
ticularly those on the military appro- 
priations subcommittee, in behalf of 
four items which make up that total 
increase, 

The largest item is $750,000 to pro- 
vide uniforms for second lieutenants 
just commissioned in the reserve corps 
from the college training units or else- 
where ; $176,000 is asked to pay mile- 
age for regular army officers assigned 
as executive heads of organized re- 
serve regiments; $63,000 more than 
recommended for travel and subsis- 
tence of enlisted men on duty with the 
organized reserve and $79.700 to make 
possible assignment of 14 additional 
reserve officers to headquarters duty. 

The budget estimates provide a to- 
tal of $3,667,800 for reserve officers, 
which is $7,000 less than last year’s 
appropriation, but John Ross Dela- 
field, president of the association.

President Coolidge, who alone has
